Persons here in a p osition to sp eak 
with authority assert p ositively the

Some people have the idea that hot 
breads are not healthy—that in many 
cases they are positively inju riou s. 
The fact is that, when hot biscu its are 
properly made, the most delicate stom­ 
ach will su ffer no ill effects from them. 
In making biscu its, it. is very impor­ 
tant to u se good ingredients, especial­ 
ly good flou r and a good leavening 
agent. The leavening agents u sed are 
either soda or baking powder, the lat­ 
ter being most common. 
Here is a splendid recipe for Baking 
Powder Biscu its, which any hou sewife 
can u se easily and su ccessfu lly: 
2 cu ps flou r 
1 teaspoonfu l of salt 
4 teaspoonfu ls of baking i>owder 
4 tablespoonfu ls of shortening 
y2i cu p of milk or water. 
Sift the dry ingredients together. 
Add the shortening, u sing either lard 
or bu tter. If lard isu ised, the biscu its 
will be very white in color. 
Pu tter 
will make them a creamy yellow. Aft­ 
er the shortening, add the milk. 
Mix 
thorou ghly. 
Place on board and roll 
to abou t % -inch thickness. 
Cu t ou t 
biscu its to size desired and bake in a 
hot oven for from 15 to 20 minu tes. 
This recipe will make abou t 14 bis­ 
cu its, two inches in diameter. 
Tt is better if the biscu its are made 
small and not thick. 
If they are too 
large or too thick, the ou tside will 
brown before the center is thorou gh­ 
ly baked. The dou gh shou ld never be 
more than (£ -inch in thickness and 
the bigcu its from one to two inches in 
diameter. 
*'*» - 
If water is u sed as the liq u id, the 
biscu its will be finer grained and 
whiter in color than when milk is | 
u sed, bu t they are not of as high food 
valu e and they will not brown so 
nicely. 
Biscu its shou ld never have more 
flou r u sed in them than is absolu tely 
necessary to make it possible to roll 
them ou t on the board. 
The softer 
the dou gh, the more tender the bis­ 
cu it. 
When too mu ch flou r is u sed, 
they are inclined to be dry and tou gh.
